OKLAHOMA CITY, Nov. 15. — 
Vinita, Oklahoma, 
has this 
week 
seen tile passing of the last old-fash­ 
ioned team 
of fire horses 
in tile 
state. “ Rock’ and '•‘Rye’’ have been 
turned out to grass, and a Ajiiny 
new motov truck has replace^ them. 
Tbis is the word reaching the of­ 
fice of the state fire ‘marshall, ac­ 
cording to John T. Hammily assis­ 
tant marshall. 
Not a decade ago each city and 
town had its favorite fire horses. 
The first motorized piece of fire ap­ 
paratus came to the state in 1910. 
Four years ago the capitol city 
had four fire teams. 
For many years Purcell had the 
fastest fire team 
in the state, 
as 
proven at the tournaments held an­ 
nually. One year the Purcell team 
is said to have broken the world’s 
record for 
a speedy run. 
Purcell 
bought a fire truck last year, and 
of the boasts of the town passed. 
Four ya^rs ago Oklahoma City had 
the five 
motor trucks 
and 
four 
teams, manned by 85 men. 
Now the city has 20 pieces of 
motorized apparatus, 
and employs 
138 firemen. 
Four years ago Norman had* one 
of the few motor fire trucks in the 
state. Tulsa had three or four, ac­ 
cording to Hammiil. He recalls that 
there were less than a dozen trucks 
in use in the state— only four years 
ago. 
The first truck was put into ser­ 
vice in the 
state 
at 
Muskogee 
twelve years a no. Now there are ap­ 
proximately 162 trucks in use, Ham­ 
miil counts. They are used in 89 
cities and towns. There are 119 fire 
departments in the state. 
The last of the fire teams is a 
matched pair of black horses, with 
white forefeet and white stars in 
their foreheads. According to Eire 
Chief C. H. Webb of Vinita the two 
horses were the pets of the two paid 
firemen the city employed and the 
ten volunteer members of the de­ 
partment. 
In the last four years then* has 
been a great development in the fire 
departments of the state, according 
t0 Hammiil.

ing than has heretofore existed be­ 
tween the operator and the miner. 
This is a great economic question, 
but is m or^ than that— it is a great 
patriotic question. 
Of course the 
inquiry will be valuless unless out 
of it the real facts can be found 
and justice may be don& peaceably 
if it can; forcibly it it must. But 
what an impulse to the lifting high­ 
er of the standard of the republic 
it will be if out of it, each of those 
contending forces shall ultimately 
discover that there is a patriotic 
side to every business conducted in 
America, and that they rise to the 
highest types of American citizens 
who so adjust their business griev­ 
ances in accordance with the prin­ 
ciple of organized .self control as 
to render unnecessary any govern­ 
mental interference whatever. 
Public Side of Question. 
“There is a pubblic side to this 
question. In all our calmer moments 
when not actuated bby greed or ha­ 
tred, no laborer of the republic dare 
to consider his business as exclu­ 
sively private in its relations to tile 
welfare of the nation. Democracy 
spells not alone private ownership 
—it spells also public welfare and 
the Action of the public in all of 
its business transactions will have 
much to do with the ability of the 
commission to promote a friendlier 
feeling between the operator and 
the miner. One of the weaknesses 
of the large 
publicity 
given 
to 
American affairs is the proneness 
of business man of America to form 
his conclusion either from newspa­ 
per rumor or from aa isolated fact. 
The commission Hopes and believes 
that the sober second judgment of 
the American people is yet sound 
and that it will always be cast in 
favor of equity and fair dealing. It 
hopes, therefore that judgment may 
be suspended on isolated facts and 
rumors and that the ultimate opin­ 
ion of the people may be made up 
from all facts that may be ascer­ 
tained, 
but in the meanwhile it 
hopes that the coal industry may 
not be singled out, although it is 
the most important one in the land 
as the only that the people believe 
should come to amicable relations 
through the doctrine of organized 
self control. It will help much if 
all other business in life that is 
not being investigated will investi­ 
gate itself, and begin to apply the 
principles of democracy to The con­ 
duct of trade and business. Per­ 
haps if we preach the golden rule 
long enough, here and there a man 
may be found who will catch the 
vision of it as the perfect democ­ 
racy and will begin to live it. 
“The coal commission will ea*fi- 
estly strive to evolve not alone a 
temporary, but a permanent peace 
founded upon justice and equality. 
It will be patient and long-suffer­ 
ing; it will not be suspicious, but 
upon the other hand, it has enough 
skilled men in its membership and 
in its personnel to know what the 
truth is and it will not hesitate 
to put in the pillory any man who 
purposely attempts to deceive it. It 
has friendship and good will jus­ 
tice and truth, for its guiding prin­ 
ciples, blit it will no more hesitate 
to condemn falsehood than it will 
be glad to recognize the truth, and 
if the American people will aid its
